^3.  (SBU)  Indonesia  continues  to  respond  critically  to  the 
U.S.  proposal  to  create  an  ISM  on  Nonproliferation  (an  ISM 
that,  as  a result  of  strenuous  Indonesian  insistence,  is  now 
titled  ISM  on  "Nonproliferation  and  Disarmament").  Reftel 
provided  an  initial  Indonesian  response  to  the  U.S.  proposal; 
subsequent  iterations  have  been  handled  in  direct  discussion 
by  EAP/RSP  representatives  with  GOI  representatives  at  ARF 
meetings.  The  latest  response,  without  rejecting  the 
proposal,  urges  the  addition  of  a reference  to  the  SEANFWFZ .
